66 IDING his hobby into the very homes and 

R private lives of book borrowers,” as Mrs. 
Faris McKee of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat puts 
it, the genial President of the American Library 
Association has made several interesting surveys, 
showing who actually reads the books of Hardy, 
Mark Twain, Carl Sandburg, William James, 
Shaw, and the Greek classics. 

Following an interest begun in his younger days, 
when he enjoyed closer contact with the reading 
public, Charles H. Compton has sought by per- 
sonal correspondence with library borrowers of 
these authors’ books, to discover who reads them, 
their backgrounds and occupations, why they like 
these authors and what they think about them. 
These studies, published in periodicals at various 
times, have now been collected in one small volume, 
Who Reads What? to which Dorothy Canfield 
Fisher has written an inviting foreword. 


Mr. Compton finds that, surprising as it may 
seem, the wage earners of America out-distance 
the so-called intellectuals in their appreciation of 
these books. 


Taking the records of 100 readers of William 
James, 100 readers of Carl Sandburg, and 100 
readers of Homer, Aeschylus, Sophocles and Euri- 
pides in translation, he was amazed to find not a 
lawyer on the list and only a few doctors and 
ministers. The explanation may be that those men 
have such books in their own libraries. At any

rate, among the readers of James were ‘“‘a trunk 
maker, a machinist, stenographers, a saleswoman, a 
laundry worker, a common laborer, a maintenance 
man in a soap factory, a colored salesman. That 
these readers in part at least really appreciated 
James and read him, not because they were con- 
sciously striving to improve themselves but be- 
cause he had captured their hearts and minds.” 


“Readers of Sandburg include stenographers, 
typists, a waitress, a beauty parlor manager, 
laborers, white and black; a department store 
salesman, a book agent, a musician, a painter, a 


shoe salesman and an advertising man.” 


In explanation of his methods of exploration, 
Compton cites the results of his investigation of 
the readers of Hardy, whose Tess of the D’ Urber- 
villes, A Pair of Blue Eyes, Far from the Madding 
Crowd, and The Return of the Native are among the 
staples of the book shelves.

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Looking at School Libraries

INCE long term planning is the order of the day, the school library 

movement may profitably study its past and present status in order 

that its future may be strengthened. The establishment of school libra- 
ries was progressing quite rapidly before the depression, but it has been 
greatly retarded as a result of shrunken funds. Many existing libraries have 
actually lost ground during the last few years through the lack of adequate 
book stocks. Progress toward securing more fully trained librarians has 
been halted. Despite, and because of, the present outlook it appears wise to 
plan now for a better future. 

Progressive educators would probably agree in defining the school library 
as the laboratory of books and printed informational sources. In addition 
to its strictly curricular uses, it serves as a cultural and inspirational stimulus 
tc both student body and faculty. It also encourages the reading of good 
books for pleasure. If teaching methods are to follow the newer educa- 
tional forms, the library becomes indispensable in supplying a wide selection 
of materials to supplement or even to replace the textbook. 

School authorities who have studied the problem recognize at least three 
successful plans of administering school libraries. Each district necessarily 
must study its needs and its assets before deciding on one of these, or an 
adaptation. Thought must go into the detailed plan and flexibility go hand 
in hand with its execution. 

Many smaller communities and some of the larger cities find it expedient 
for the public library to establish and maintain the school libraries. In most 
localities, however, the difficulty of raising money is greater for the library 
than for the school. In other communities, both large and small, the board 
of education prefers to assume the entire responsibility, thinking of the 
library as one of the various departments of the school and allocating funds 
for its maintenance and supervision in much the same manner as the board 
handles the music, science, or art departments. This plan overlooks the con- 
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tribution which the public library may be able to make. Still other communi- 
ties think that the two organizations working for education should cooperate 
in the joint planning and supervision of school libraries. In these cities, 
towns, or counties, the library boards and the boards of education divide 
responsibilities, with the result that money is saved in book buying, and 
cataloging, and the school libraries benefit from access to the public library 
collections made available as loans for school needs. 

So much for the organization. There are many examples of each type 
which can be studied in detail. Let us now turn to personnel. Today there 
are many librarians with four years’ college work and at least a one-year 
library course in an accredited library school who are unable to find positions, 
despite the fact that many school libraries are manned by teachers who lack 
the professional education of the librarian. Possibly the best way for libra- 
rians to be ready for these part-time library openings, which can in time 
grow into full-time library positions, is to prepare themselves to teach one 
or more subjects. Superintendents and principals who have studied the 
possibilities of the library's contribution to the high school realize that full 
library training is an economy and that it is as short-sighted to hire an un- 
trained person for the library as to place an untrained teacher in the music 
department. School librarians, on their side, have learned to adapt their 
training to a situation in which the best interests of the administration, the 
faculty, and the students must be carefully balanced. The school library 
comes in for its full share of the community unrest and librarians are learn- 
ing to give serious thought to all things constructive in the school and com- 
munity life. Add to library training, teaching ability, social responsibility and 
tactfulness, good physique, a pleasing personality, a wide reading back- 
ground, an active mind, and you have a school librarian who will fulfil the 
demands made upon her. 

Given this ideal librarian, there are other needs to face. First, adequate 
funds to develop a book collection which will meet the course-of-study needs 
and have money left to buy the best of recreational and inspirational reading 
for the boy and girl of today. Perhaps nowhere in the school is there such 
an opportunity to assist in the development of the citizens of tomorrow. 
So much mediocre material is available through the newsstand and the radio, 
and so few homes are equipped to guide the child in his reading, that the 
library in both the elementary and the high school can do much to counteract 
the cheap and the vulgar. The interests of young people are diversified, 
books are costly and need careful selection. We need more well written and 
authentic books to appeal to the high school child. We need more biogra- 
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phies and travel books for older and younger children which will help 
develop international understanding, and books of history and economics 
which will interpret other peoples and ages. Publishers cooperate in many 
instances to a more than satisfactory extent, but even through the depression 
far too many books of mediocre caliber have appeared, making the problem 
of book selection a very difficult affair. One visions a rosy future in which 
the publisher’s editorial policy will be even more strict, when authors who 
have only warmed over another’s work will be treated as they deserve, and 
when new titles will appear in a regular procession rather than in a holiday 
rush. Meanwhile, the services of a thoroughly trained and experienced 
librarian become all the more essential if book funds are to be spent to the 
best advantage. 

For the future then a plan, a trained librarian, an adequate book fund, 
and careful book selection. But what of predictions? Surely there will be a 
wider appreciation of the necessity for both elementary and secondary school 
libraries and an extension of their services to the broadening curriculum and 
to increased recreational opportunities. May we not expect a better under- 
standing between public and school libraries, a better citizenship developed 
through care of public property in the schools, a closer follow-up by the 
public library of students leaving school, more intelligent public library 
users going out from the schools? Shall we not see the teaching of library 
usage shifted to teachers who will integrate library techniques with the sub- 
jects taught, leaving for the librarian more time for cultural emphasis, talks 
on new books, a poetry hour, the contribution which she now has little time 
to make? In time, will not the librarian assist committees in the preparation 
of courses of study, applying her background of books to the needs of the 
ever-shifting curriculum? In large schools will not reading laboratories be 
found in connection with various departments, like those already existing 
in colleges and universities? Shall we not have larger trained staffs, with 
clerical help, and centralized cataloging to give the librarians freedom to 
work with individuals and groups? Shall we not see, also, that long talked 
of department established at American Library Association Headquarters 
which will help the beginning school library in its first halting steps, and 
which will assist existing libraries with their problems? These and other 
phases of change may appear, curtailment of funds may be the order of 
the day for some time to come, but whatever the present or future, we, as 
school librarians, public librarians, and educators, need most of all to feel 
the worth of the library in the school, to be open-minded to its needs, and to 
work for its best service to the children who must face tomorrow’s problems.

The above table presents information secured dur- 
ing a survey conducted by the United States Office 
of Education, the findings of which were compiled 
in book form under the title “A Study of Rural 
School Library Practices and Services.” The scope 
of this survey is indicated by the following quota- 
tions from the introduction written by William J. 
Cooper, United States Commissioner of Education: 
**Approximately nine months were spent in travel during 
the school years, 1931-32 and 1932-33; about 26,000 
miles were covered by bus and railroad. The total num- 
ber of states visited was 42; county library service to 
schools was studied in 55 counties located in 24 different 
states. Much valuable information was gathered through 
interviews with state and local librarians and educa- 
tionists, and data were secured from visits to 364 rural 
schools of all types.”
